In our opinion, except 4or the eggect on the general purpose 4inan- 
ciak sAtatements of the omissions described in the preceding paragraph, 
the genenak purpose financiak statements rnegerred to above present 
4airly, in all material rnespect4, the financial porition of the Town o¢ 
Tilton, New Hampshire, a4 of December 31, 1993, and the rnesults of its 
operations 4or the year then ended in conformity with generally accept- 
ed accounting principles. 

Our audit was made 4or the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
general purpose ginanciak statements taken a4a whole. The individual 
fund statements and schedules Listed in the tabLe of contents are pre- 
Aented 40r purposes of additional analysis and are not a rnequined part 
of the generak purpose financial statements of the Town o4 Tikton, New 
Hampshire. Such information har been subjected to the auditing proced- 
ures applied in the audit of the genernak purpose financiak Aastatements, 
and, in OUX Opinion, i4 4airly presented in all materiak rnespects Ain 
nelation to the general purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

We deakt with some time consuming and Amportant investigations 
inckluding a driving while intoxicated negligent homicide, armed rnobber- 
des, youth invokved shooting, as wekk as an Interstate the4t ring Ain- 
volving millions of dollars. I am sure the days of "nothing happening 
ine amaklk towns” ane over. These incidents were ak handled in a very 
edficient, proferssionak manner and I think you can be proud of4 the 
Police Oddicers that work 40r you. 

Again we have been successqul in reducing some of our major crime 
nates Auch as burglary which 44 down again this yearn to 21 on 44% xne- 
duction over Last year. We can keep this statistic Low by reporting 
any Auspicious activity any time it occurs, and by keeping an eye on 
your neighbors’ property. 

Having to move to FrankLin District Court 40r our triaks in 1993 
haszA worked out extremeLy well. We brought 431 cases before the dis- 
trict courts rnesulhting in $42,240 worth o4 fines being imposed with 
only 21 casera being sound not guilty.

ROAD AGENT REPORT 


Reports are always digdicult to find a start. 

Things were nearly normal drom January to March 124th with the 
usuak probLems of 4n0zen culverts, 4now storms, Areezing rain and plug- 
ged sidewalks. Then the " '93 bkRizzard” Atruck. We didn’t get hit as 
badly in Tifton as other places did but we did get about 16 inches o¢ 
4now on March 13th-14th. The Town received $1,308.62 disaster funds 
470m the State and Federnak Emergency Management Funds which just about 
covered the costs of chearning Main St. The nest of the winter was 
about normmak. Total snow4akll was above normal. 

Perhaps this i4 a good time to mention 4now rnemovak policy. In 
general: 

1. Streets are pLowed and treated (bus routers first); 
2. Sidewalks are pLowed and treated (i4 we can); | 

3. Rubbish i4 collected (if it'4 a rubbish day); 

4. Snow banks ane removed 4rom Main Street. 

Ung4ortunateLy, Anow Atorms have a way o4 Lasting a Long time and 
we aren’t abLe to clear the sAidewaklkRs as early a4 we would preger. The 
Aidewalrs that parallel the State highway will be ckheared and sometimes 
£ibled back in again by the State pLows. Frequently the accumulated 
4now it too much to move with the Aidewalkr pLow which then requires 
drastic measures to cheanrn the Aidewalk. 

We don't intentionally hit mailboxes orn 4ill the driveways ater 
they have just been shoveled out. However, our obLigation i4 to ckhear 
the highways and sidewalks to the best of our abilities. This Aitua- 
tion its aggravated by mailboxes set too Low orn too chose to the azoad, 
and driveways next to an embankment orn Aidewakk. PeopLe -s+houkd be 
aware that there are ordinances against pushing or shoveling sanow Anto 
AidewalkRs and roadways. 

Over the yearns we have received many compliments 4or the condition 
to Tikton’sA rnoadsa (in reference to snow and ice) compared to other 
towns and cities to get the rnoads into this condition requires quite an 
expense in s4akt and Labor. We wonder: Are we doing too much? Would 
the taxpayers be willing to tolerate more sAnow and ice in the Aatreets? 
[It’s a queration of Aagety and "driveabilLity” versus expense. We would 
appreciate hearing 4rom the taxpayers either way. Let us Rnow how you 
4£eeLl about this. 

Spring work was a4 usuack with the exception o4 Lange amounts of 
4and to clean up which war Lest over 4rom winter. The Spring trash 
chean up was exceptionally heavy. The huge pile of scrap metak that 
accumulated required a Lot of time to "process” because of the wood, 
rubber, plastic, etc. which must be removed before we can dispose o¢ 
the metal. Regular clean up of the cemeteries, monument and [Aland was 
done with much brush and Leaves removed. Parking Lines and crorsswakks 
were painted. The State har requested that we not use the yield and 
pedestrian Aymbok in the streets because it isn't a sAtandard used na- 
Lionakly. 

We have had a few requests to have a fall cLean-up. We woukd Like 
to hear 4nrom rneridents on this considering the expense of Labor and 
wear and tear on the trucks. Again, Let us Rnow how you eek, 

Our Aummer projects, other than mowing and collecting rubbish, 
were: drainage and reconstruction of Mountain View Drive; arainage work 
on Daniel Drive; chosing the demolition dump; and construction of the

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The past yearn has been a busy one 40or the PLanning Board. The 
year’s major activity has been the review and updating of the town’s 
Master Plan, with the assistance of consultants Bruce Mayberry and Doug 
Woodward, engaged with 4unds authorized by Last year’s Town Meeting. 
At this writing, the Master PLan review continues. A report should be 
neady by this year’s Town Meeting. 

Master Plan pubLic ingormation serssions were held in May (at the 
Tilton-Northgield Recreation Center) and in December (at Tilton 
School). The Board wihk hold another pubLic forum to discuss the Mas- 
ter Plan as the review draws to a chose. FoklkLowing the Master PLan 
neview, the next Atep wihl be to consider possible changes in zoning 
and revisions to the site plan and development application regulations. 
 ALAO ongoing i4 the development of a Capitak Improvements Program. 
Many town odd¢icials and town rneridents have contributed thein ideas and 
expertise to the Master PLan review, and we thank them 40r thein vaku- 
able input. 

In Apite o4 the continuing cook economic chimate, Tilton continues 
to attract development. This past yearn has seen the beginning of con- 
Atruction at the Fisher Mall. Included among the developments 40r 
which the Board approved site plans during the past year are: Quin-T, 
the new Burger King, Jay’s Seafood Restaurant, an addition to Lochmere 
Place, alternations at Mona Lisa Pizzeria, the rneLocation of Fairlane 
Mobile Homes, Railroad Tie Landsacaping, and additions to OLiver’s4 ReasAt- 
aurant. Currenthy under review at this writing i4 the proposzak 4orn a 
major WalMart store in Tifton. In connection with the WalMart develop- 
ment, the Board has devoted considerable time and discussion to econo- 
mic development in Tikton and the potential impact of the WakMart 
Atorne, requiring the preparation by the developer 04 a comprehensive 
economic impact study with a review by our consultant. 

SeveraL aspects of¢ highway planning are underway which impact 
TikLton, and the Board has contributed to these. We have participated 
in pubLic sessions regarding the redesign of Exit 20. The Board has 
also off4enred reactions and recommendations to the proposzaksa f40n Am- 
provements to Rte 3/11. The Board has Atrongly recommended the devel- 
opment of4 o44-corridor improvements in an effort to protect downtown 
and other businesses and to better meet the needs of Tikton reridents. 
PantLy because o4 the need to participate in rnegionak planning in order 
to have the town’s concerns heard and recognized, the Board has xrecom- 
mended that the town rneadfiviate with the Lakes Region PLanning Commis- 
ALON. 
Again this yearn, the Chain wishes to thank the Board members a4 
wele ar the many town residents who have given their time and energy to 
the Planning Board in order to make Tilton a better place to Live and 
work 4orn all. I would also Like to thank the Land UAe Administrative 
Assistant, Ms. Lenore Sattler, for her vakuabLe and egdgficient work 
managing the Land UAe Odgice and asristing the Board’s activities.

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1993 REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


ThirA year has been a busy one 40r the Commisrion, as development 
dAnterest aground 193 Exit 30 continues to increase. We have experienced 
an increase in requests {r0m engineering 4irms 40r preliminary meetings 
to discuss wetland impacts, wetland mitigation and development con- 
Atnrnaints on proposed project parcels. Most of our 1993 4akhk meetings 
were devoted to discussions with representatives 40orn the Rodgers Devel- 
opment project and other proposed projects near 193, Exit 20. 

We ane required by Law to review Tikton applications 40r N.H. 
Wetlands Board permits. This involved inspecting project Aites and 
4ending written comments to the N.H. WetLands Board. Ln» 69:9 345 hee 
number of applications remained approximateLy the same as in 1992. We 
akso reviewed site plans, inspected wetlands on 4everak proposed devel- 
opments, and provided comments on the wetland impacts to the Planning 
Boand and Zoning Board o4 Adjustment. Proposed projects reviewed An- 
cluded 193 improvements, widening of Routes 3/11 bridge near Jay’sa 
Marina, extension of the sewerlLine to Jay’s Marina, aredging the Loch- 
mere Hydroelectric Project taikrace, and Land alternations on Aevernal 
private properties. 

At the request o4 the N.H. Wetlands Board, we inspected 4our Loca- 
tions with reported wetlands violations and monitored a Atream bank 
Atabilization project during construction. We also monitored several 
permitted projects to insure that erosion and Aedimentation controls 
were constructed as approved. 

We participated in the Town’s Master Plan update by meeting with 
the Town’s consultant, reviewing and commenting on dradt chapters about 
Land use, conservation and preservation o4 open space. 

Commissioners attended meetings 40r the Route 3/11 Corridor Atudy 
and the proposed 193, Exit 20 improvements. We also attended training 
workshops in Atormwater drainage and erosion control, environmental 
negulation enforcement, wetLands function evaluation, NH threatened and 
endangered Apecies, and Atreambank erosion controL and Atabilization 
methods. 

Two useful handbooks were added to our rneference Library in 1993. 
The first describes the requirements of all State and Federak envinon- 
mentakL permits; the second 44 about methods of Atormwater management 
and drainage and erosion control in urban and developing areas. 

Commissioners are available to assist anyone planning a project or 
having queAstions regarding natural resources, wetlands, orn N.H. Wet- 
Lands Board permit appLications. Commisrioners can be contacted at 
home and at month2£y Commission meetings.

The following text i4 entered to address a sAerious 
probLem that faces the budget process: 


AA part o4 its deliberation, the Budget Committee 40r the Town o¢ 
Tilton i4 asked to review and make recommendations on sAevernak Asalaried 
positions o4 the Town Administration. In the absence of chearkly artic- 
ulated job descriptions and a formal written evakhuation of pertsormance 
40% each of those poritions, we find ourselves making decisions that 
could be viewed as subjective. 

We are as a Committee not only uncomgortabLe with this process but 
Zeek Atrnongly that it does not serve the Town well. We recommend that 
{Ob descriptions be written 40r each porition and that a 4ormak rneport- 
ing and review process be impLemented by the Selectmen as welh as ahh 
Boards whose organizations appeak 4or Town 4unds. 

It i4 our view that salaries should be determined on the basis of¢ 
the responsibilities commensurate with each position as wekkh as the 
pergormance of those responsibilities, particularly as they relate to 
economies and edgiciencies brought to the Town government and adminis- 
tration. 

It i4 further recommended that all agencies of Town government and 
administration, as well as other social service agencies as part o¢ 
their petition 40nr support, be rnequined to submit audited financial 
Atatements including revenues and expenditures, and that thein peti- 
tions 40nr sAupport be submitted in a timeLy manner, otherwise they may 
not be considered.

Approved septic systems con- 
Atructed in 1986 and Later, may be exempted 4rom connection unti2 the 
Aeptic Aystem 4aikls. The Law stihle allows the Towns the option o4 
nequiring alk properties within 150 4eet to be connected regardless of 
year on condition of the septic system. The commissioners plan to 
continue investigating alk o4 the non-sewered areas throughout the Town 
and construct extensions where ever arrangements can be made.
